OLAS, ne 11.—Eight hundred and fifty American marines landed on the eastern side of the har- 
bor of Guantanamo, 40 miles east of Santiago, yesterday under the guns of the battleship Oregon 
and cruisers Marblehead and the Yosemite. 

They raised the American flag over the ruins of a block house and cable station, whence a regi- 
ment of Spanish troops had been driven by the well-directed fire of our ships, and their tents are 
now pitched upon the camping ground of the enemy. The landing was begun at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The huts of the Spanish on the beach were burned for sanitary reasons. 

Not a single man of the landing force was injured. 

The Spaniards fled like sheep soon after our fire opened. 

The Marblehead, Dolphin and Vixen, with the colliers Sterling and Kingston, had lain off the 
entrance of the harbor several days. This morning they were joined by the Oregon. Steaming into 
the harbor for a mile they @pened fire on the earthworks. The shores were lined with the guns and 
rifle pits of the Spaniards. |

STRANGE AND ROMANTIC 


STORY OF THE PRESENT WAR. 


— 


The Central Figure Belongs to One of the Influential Families 
of Montreal and the First Chapter Begins With the 
Coming of the Columbus Caravels.

(By Telegraph from a Regular Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch.) 
MONTREAL, June 11.—A woman is the eyes, ears and brains of the Spanish 
spy system here. 

Interesting as has been some of the information published about the Montreal 
colony of Spanish officials, the most sensational story bearing upon the operations 
of the staff of the former Spanish Minister to Washington has not hitherto got 
into print. Family influence has kept the story secret here. 

The truth is, the most valuable spy of Spain is a beautiful woman, daughter of 
one of the best families. 
It is a sad, strange story, one which for romantic character will have few, if 
any, equals during the present war. It had its ortgin in an act of international 
courtesy—Spain’s sending the Columbus caravels to the United States. 

A year before the arrival of the caravels one of the most notable visitors to 
the port of Montreal was the French warship Minerve, flying the flag of Rear Ad- 
miral Vigne, commanding the-French squadron in American waters. The vessel 
remained here a long time, and the officers enjoyed themselves immensely. One 
good mother had her hopes realized. 

The day the Mineryg left port to the tunes of “Vive la Canadienne” and ‘The 
Marseillaise,” La Patrie and La Monde announced the engagement of the step- 
daughter of a prominent Judge of the Court of Queen’s Bench to Lieut. De Poitras, 
the Admiral’s flag officer. Before Christmas the marriage was quietly solemnized in 
the Roman Catholic Archiepiscopal palace, and bride and groom left for Paris 
to live. 

The match appeared a splendid one, but the wedding brought bitter sorrow ta 
one heart, that of Mile. Josephine De Chappellic., the “woman” of this story and 
the life-long friend of the bride. The orange blossoms and the gayeties were a 
mockery to her, for the marriage meant separation from the individual whom of all 
others she loved best. A motherless, sisterless girl herself, the bride had been 
not only her friend, but her adviser in all things. 

A visit to Mme. De Poitras was decided upon, and‘ the whole of the’ next winter 
Josephine spent in Paris as her guest. Here she regained the old-time gayety which 
had characterized her former career in Canada. The following spring the young 
lady returned to Canada and was apparently herself again. 


SPANIARD COMES ON THE SCENE. 


A month before the cravels arrived in Montreal, on June 19, 1893, Josephine re- 
ceived a letter from her friend in Paris whieh caused her some surprise. Shortly 
after she had left Paris, Mme. De Poitras wrote, the latter had as a guest in her 
house an old friend of her husband, Lieut. Concas of the Spanish Royal Navy. The 
two officers had been educated together in a naval college on the Bay of Bicay. 

He saw Josephine’s picture and became entranced. Other letters passed be- 
tween the friends before the caravels arrived in Montreal. 

She at last received a letter from Mme. De Poitras, conveying the informatian 
that at his own request Concas had received an appointment to one of the caravels, 
then on their way across the Atlantic. A meeting was arranged. 

The introduction appeared agreeable to both, and the meeting was probably on 
both sides a case of love at first sight. 

As soon as the caravels had received the deluge of official welcome at Chicago, 
Concas obtained a week's leave of absence and came to Montreal. 

Finally Concas returned to his duties at Paris and the lovers found such consaja- 
tion they could in correspondence. 

Two years ago Concas spent three months’ leave in Canada, before proceeding 
to service in the field in Cuba. 

After leaving Montreal, Concas had some duty at Washington, and. delay keeping 
him there, Josephine seized the opportunity to pay a long-promised visit to friends 
living on Fourteenth street, Northwest. Before separating to proceed respectively 
north and south, the pair were married. 

Efforts have been made to throw discredit upon the story that there was a legal 
marriage, but the suspicion is wholly uncalled for The ceremony was performed 
by a priest of the Roman Catholic Church. An officer of the Spanish Legation and a 
French Canadian physician, practicing in Baltimore, were the witnesses. 

Concas told his wife on departure that after a month’s work in Cuba he felt 
sure he would be in a position to claim hegopenly without fear of the consequences. 

After Josephine returned to Canada she received several letters from her hus- 
band in Cuba, all bitterly complaining of the sympathy shown the Cuban rebels 
by the American people, and explaining several times but for the assistance received 
from the United States the revolt would easily be stampd out. At last came a letter 
from Concas, warning Josephine that she could not hear from him for some time, 
as he had left for a part of the island cut off from communication with the rest of 
the world. 

Weeks passed, but no word from Concas came; months slipped by. Fearing 
that her secret could be kept no longer, Josephine made an excuse to go to New 
York. Thither was summoned some weeks later the old seigneur of the Ottawa 
manor. 

His daughter was in a very critical state of health, and if he wanted to see 
her alive he had better proceed by the next train. 


LOST HUSBAND AND CHILD. 


The little child died in New York soon after birth, and this accounts for the little 
new-made grave in the De Chappelie lot in the country cemetery, which set so 
many tongues a-wagging in the Ottawa Valley at the time. 

Still, no word came from Concas. Josephine never doubted his fidelity, but her 
father, perhaps naturally, was not satisfied. At last news of her missing husband 
reached Josephine, and truly dreadful news it was. 

The Lieutenant and a number of military officers had lost thelr lives in the de- 
struction of a transport train by dynamite. The official report stated that the ex- 
plosives were supplied from the United States and that the laying and firing of the 
mines were superintended by expert American engineers. 

Josephine’s hatred of Americans became intensely bitter. 
take official Spanish reports as fact, and in doing so naturally blamed the President 
of the United States for her bereavement. 

Meantime, sinister reports about the internal affairs of the De Chappelle house- 
hold got about. The strain proved too much for the proud old siegneur. His brain 
weakened, and he is now practically a,prisoner in his own manor-house.

OLD GLOKY WAVES | 
ON GUANTANAMO BAY. 


Where the Marines Under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Huntington Planted the American Flag, 
and Prepared a Landing Place 
for Gen. Shafter. 


The harbor of Guantanamo, on the shore of which last Friday 
a force of marines under Lieutenant-Colonel Huntington planted 
the American flag, is a fine basis for land and sea operations. The 
harbor is spacious and has 40 feet of water. The land approaches 
are not so precipitous as at Santiago de Cuba. The low-lying hills 
can be easily crossed with trains of siege guns, and there are level 
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roads to Santiago, 33 miles distant, where a few mountain batter- 
ies, beyond the reach of the fleet, will be taken to an eminence 
commanding the city and the Spanish ships. 

Guantanamo is an-important place. It has six miles of water 
harbor, and will be of great value to the United States as a navy 
and army supply station, coaling depot and cable terminus. 


Those who have studied the topography of the country in the} ci: 


neighborhood of Santiago claim that the harbor of Guantanamo 
presents an ideal place for the landing of troops and a base for 
land operations. They say that it would be an easy matter to scale 
the comparatively low hills with the siege trains, thus enabling 
the troops to reqch the level roads leading to Santiago, and by 
thoroughly shelling the coast all the way to Santiago a compara- 
tively open path will be provided. 

The port town is Cainamera, four miles from the mouth of the 
bay. The City of Guantanamo is 15 miles inland from Cainamera, 


with which it is connected by rail.

THEIR ANCESTORS. 


“Soldiers and sailors,” .replied-Judge Hobson, in- answer to a question as to 
his son’s fighting ancestry. : 
“Yes, one of his ancestors was Admiral Hobson, who first planted the British 
flag in New Zealand. I was a Confederate officer, and my cousin, Gen. Hobson, 
fought in the Union Army. But I am glad that my boys will have the chance to 
follow the stars and stripes. ' | 
“Rich had a way,” went on Mr. Hobson, “even when a small boy, of doing 
things on his own responsibilty. He did them in such a way, too, as to escape 
punishment. He was very good at mathematics and in everything that pertained 


to mechanical construction. His first interest in ships was aroused by a visit to the 


New Orleans Exposition, when he was 12 or 13 years old. He paid 25 cents out 
of his little store of pocket money to go aboard the Tennessee, the historic sloop-of- 
war. He came back wild to go to Annapolis. I believe that if God spares him he 
will be an Admiral some day.” 

As a boy young Hobson had his own way more than any other of his brothers 


or sisters. He looked after his samme: protean’ though, and often put up his 


fists for them. His sister Anna was his confidante. 

“He is methodical in everything,” she said, “just as he was about sinking 
Merrimac—careful of every little detail, Why, he’s just the same when he leads the 
german. He insists on designing new figures, and sits down and thinks out the 
complete detail of every number.” P » 

As a boy young Hobson booked seriously on life. He was religious always, and 
attended church as methodically as he prepared for the sinking of the Merrimac. He 
neither smoked nor drank. He liked to hunt and fish. 

He was a poor orator at school. He determined to be a better one, There was 
a contest. He entered it, while his chums laughed. They found that he was the 
best one of the lot. He won the prize. | 


LED ALL IN THE EXAMINATION, 
At 13 the boy entered the Southern University. He soon led his class. He 


was not what college boys call a “grind.” When a sophomore he made his choice— 


he would go to Annapolis. Congressman A. C. Davidson of the Fourth Alabama 
District held a competitive examination for the appointment. Young Hobson easily. 
led the rest. In May, 1885, Secretary of the Navy Whitney signed the appointment 
for the boy, young Hobson walking into his office in a roundabout jacket and his 
first pair of long trousers and introducing himself. 3 

Before going to Annapolis the boy made a special trip to Mobile to be con 
firmed. Right Rev. Richard H, Wilmer, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Alabama, 
administered the rite. Young Hobson been baptized when a baby; he was rege 
ular at Sunday-school as a boy; his religi fervor never left him as a man, Heisa 
devout Episcopalian. 

Hobson never became a society man. He was never in love with a young 
woman, say his friends. 

“I was one of Hobson’s closest friends,” said Ben Atkins of the Southern Ex- 
press Co., yesterday.

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Is Now the Sentiment at Washington—No Orders, 
However, Yet to Take the Ladrones 


and Carolines.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—The ‘report that the Charleston has, or will, seize the 
Ladrone Islands is officially denied at the Navy Department. The report that the 
Monterey will seize the Caroline Islands is also denied. | 7 

It is stated that no instructions were given thé commander of the Charleston to 
seize any of these islands, but he was to proceed direct to Manila, where Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey needs reinforcements. ' 

It is stated that the Ladrone Islands would be of no service whatever to the 
Government. They are 1500 miles from any point and could be used to no advantage 
for the navy. P 

That a strong element in administration circles want all the Spanish islands seized 
there is no denial. 

“What the navy conquers the army must hold” is the keynote of this new 
American policy, and Gen. Merritt has the distinction of originating that rallying 
cry. That the Government advisors want the country to launch upon a policy of tez- 
ritorial expansion no one in authority will deny. : 

While it is not officially given out that the Monroe doctrine is to be abandoned, 
nevertheless such appears to be the desire of many. , 

These men assert that the navy has set out to conquer the Spanish possessions 
in the East and in the tropics. The Philippines have been taken, the Caroline Islands 
could be taken. while Cuba and Porto Rico will be ours. The Post-Dispatch - 
spondent secured this information from a Senator who is one of the four mains 
closest to the administration, | 

The proposed annexation of the Hawaiian Islagds is said to be only the stepping 
stone to a new colonial policy. The same men mo favor the annexation of these 
islands support the idea of territorial expansion. Some of the most conservative 
members of Congress, men who have heretofore adhered strictly to the Monroe 
doctrine. are now most prominent in favor of the acquisition of outlying territory. 
Some of the men who supported Cleveland in his famous Vénezuelan message, up- 
holding the Monroe doctrine, are now radically in favor of its abandonment. 

Assistant Secretary Howell of the Treasury is at work on a tariff schedule to be 
used in the collection of import duties in the Philippines. Other indications clearly 
point to the fact that the islands are to be held. 

The consensus of congressional opinion is that Spain should be stripped of her 
sea possessions, and once these possessions fall into the hands of the United States 
they will not be soon relinquished. 

Senator S. M. Cullom of Illinois has large ideas as to how the war should be 
fought. The United States did not start out in this war for conquest,” said he to 
me, ‘but in the interest of common humanjty and to relieve the suffering, starving and 
sorely oppressed, I believe in pushing the war as vigorously as possible till we have 
obtained Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. Cuba and the Philippines are nearly 
secure now, and there will be no let-up till Porto Rico is captured, and that will be 
accomplished in the early future.” 

“It may become necessary to blockade Barcelona and Cadiz. Barcelona particu- 
larly has always been vindictive, and a veritable hotbed of oppression and opposed to 
liberty, enlightenment and justite. 

“What we have taken so far, including the Philippines, we have taken because 
they came just in our way, and furthermore because they belonged to Spain, and 
Spain had forced a war with us. 

“I do not think that the army and navy will want to give up anything that has 
been captured at such great risk and such dear cost. I think that we ought to hold 
all that comes to us by the arbitrament of arms. It will help pay. the expenses of the 
war. 

“I don’t believe in letting any foreign countries interfere in this affair, and I do 
not believe they want to. In fact, I surmise that they have learned by this time that 
we mean business, and I also believe that they all have enough to attend to at home 
without going outside. . 

“It may be summed up that we will have accomplished before it is over at least 
three things: | 7 

“1. We will have accomplished something in the interest of humanity and for the 
suffering and oppressed. 

e Will have driven the flag of Spain from Cuba, Philippines and, I hope; Porto 
Rico, and will see that a better government is established in all these places.

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BERLIN, June 11.—There is no material change in the feeling in Germany in 
regard to the war between Spain and the United States. The Government scrupu- 
lously avoids expressing its views on the subject, and but a few German papers per- 
sist in their attitude of hosility toward the United States. Throughout the week 
they have vehemently maintained that the occurences at Santiago amounted to “an- 
other defeat of the Yankees,” and have gleefully printed the lying Madrid dispatches 
supporting this contention. These newspapers also continue to charge the Ameri- 
cans with cowardice for not attacking the Spaniards, “whom, until recently, the 
Americans regarded as foes unworthy of their steel.” 

A member of the general staff here, in an interview with the correspondent of 
the Associated Press, said: 

“It is hard for a trained soldier of the European mold to suppress a sentiment 
akin to contempt when reading the accounts of what has thus far been done, or, 
rather, left undone, by the American army against the Spanish troops in Cuba. With 
no Spanish fleet to worry them, money and transportation in abundance, all the men 
needed at their command, they have been unable thus far to even effect a landing of 
troops. This fact speaks for itself. And, after the enormous boasting of the Ameri- 
can press and people, who systematically belittled the Spaniards for months before 
the outbreak of hostyities, this inglorious failure is doubly conspicuous, and if strik- 
ing proof of the superiority of the European system of standing armies was needed, 
the Americans have furnished it.”

THE FORMER ST. LOUISAN FOUND 
NOT GUILTY OF MURDER BY 
A WASHINGION JURY. 


HIS TRIAL CREATED 
GREAT INTEREST,

After the Court Had Charged the Jury 
It Was Not Long in Coming 
to a Conclusion, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ; 

WASHINGTON, June 1L—Dennie J. Can- 
ty, formerly of St. Louls, was at 8:45 this 
evening acquitted of the murder of George 
Rye. The charge had been standing against 
him since the lith day of last March. 

The verdict of acquittal was not unexpect- 
ed, nor were the jurors long in reaching 
their conclusions. The case has not only 
attracted wide attention in this city, where 
both the deceased and Canty were well 
known, each having a wide circle of friends 
and acquaintances, but also in St. Louis, 
the home of the accused and where his 
parents and brother now reside. When the 
presiding Justice, C C. Cole, concluded his 
charge to the jury, shortly before 6 this 
evening, they retired with the understand- 
ing that Should they reach an agreement 
the Judge would be on the bench at 8 p. 
m. to recelye any verdict they might have 
reached by that hour. It is learned that 
the jury came to a conclusion very quickly 
and would have been ready to announce 
their decision long before the hour of §8, 
and the dclay of 4 minutes which inter- 
vened between the time set by Judge Cole 
and the hour when the announcement was 
finally made was due to the fact that the 
Judge himself was late in arriving at the 
courtnouse, 

The courtroom was crowded fully an hour 
before the hour set for the arrival of Judge 
Cole. It was not a morbidly curfous crowd 
either, but composed of friends of the ac- 
cueed and the number present must have 
been extremely gratifying to the prisoner. 

At precisely $:45 the Judge arrived and the 
waiting jurors filed into court and simul- 
taneously the prisoner was brought In. The 
Judge delivered the usual caution as to ex- 
pressions of opinion on behalf of the epec- 
tators of the jury’a determination. In spite 
of the fact that Judge Cole had announced 
that any one offending by open expression 
of approbation or disapproval would be pun- 
ished, a mighty shout was given when the 
foreman announced, in Ag or to 
Judge's query as to their ndings in the 
case, the two small words, “Not guilty.”’ 

For several moments the court officials 
vainly endeavored to secure order. Mean- 
while Mr. Canty, who has preserved a calm 
demeanor throughout, sat quietly, though 
somewhat nervously twisting his mous- 
tache, while through an open door in the 
rear of the Judge’s desk came the choking 
sobs of a woman. 

Mrs. Canty, who has eat beside her hus- 
band through the long ordeal, awaited the 
verdict In an anteroom and the terrible 
strain she has undergone had completely 
unnerved her and to-night when she 
learned that herfusband had been acquitted 
she broke down completely. 

Mr. Canty’s father, Mr. T. Canty, of St. 
Louls, and his wife, a brother and a mar- 
ried sister, who resides in this city, were 
present when the verdict was announced. 

Rye’s son, a young man 19 years old, 
wears that he will avenge his fathers 
death, but no further trouble isanticipated.

STEPHENS’ APPOINTEES 
SYSTEMATICALLY SNUBBED. 


Information in the Camp That the 
President Will’ Name Col. Milton 
Moore Among the Next Batch 
of Brigadier Generals, 


Bpectal to the Post-D'spatch. 

CHICKAMAUGA PARK, Ga., June fil — 
Henry 8. Julian of Kansas City is a guest 
of the 6th Regiment Missouri Voknteers. 
His commiesion as Major, from Gov. Steph- 
ens, was politely but firmly turned down 
this afternoon by Lieutenant-Colonel Chas, 
H. Morgan, in command, 

In pursuance of his original policy, as 
outlined in these dispatches yesterday, Col. 
Morgan refused to officially recognize Ju- 
lian, and the former Chief of Police is 
but a mere guest at headquarters. No mil- 


itary honors are accorded him, and his word 
is-as weightless as that of the average cit- 
izen, notwithstanding that ha bears a com- 
mission from the Governor of Missouri. 

The long smouldering antagonism to the 
executive found its outlet this afternoon 
when Julian appeared in camp. <As com- 
mander of the brigade Col. Moore was free 
from the cares of the regiment. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Morgan was absent. Julian, with 
heavy trunks containing his paraphernalia, 
reported for duty shorfly after noon mess. 
He had stated his case to Col. Moore when 
Col. Morgan arrived. The former turned 
the matter over to the officer in command. 
To Col. Morgan Julian said he was ready 
to assume command of his battalion, and“ 
asked to be assigned. 

Col. Morgan’s reply was brief and to the 
point. In plain words he told the new- 
comer that there was no official information 
in the regiment that a vacancy existed. Ac- 
cording to the reports sent deily to and 
approved at headquarters, Maj. Abernathy 
was still “absent with leave,’ and officiall 
the regiment was full. In the face of suc 
a situation Col. Morgan said he could not 
presume to assign a fourth major to a com- 
mand, for there was none. 

Julian was visibly embarrassed at this 

Siatement, and his reply was to ask Col. 
Morgan if he read the papers. The Colonel 
replied that he did, but he could not accept 
such information as official, and with par- 
tieular emphasis reasserted his determina- 
tion to take no action. In this he is fully 
borne out by his superiors, as Gen. Wade 
refused Julian a leave of absence wholly 
because the new appointee had not been 
formally recognized at Washington, 
Every officer feels that Gov, Stephens has 
not oniy erred, but that he did so wilfully 
in depriving them of deserved promotion. 
This sentiment extends to headquarters, and 
Col. Morgan asserted to-night, with great 
firmness, that Julian should not have a 
place in the regiment until the War Depart- 
ment issved an order retiring Abernathy 
and appointing Julian, 

Immediately after making sure that Col. 
Morgan could not be ehaken from what he 
considered his duty, Julian sent two tele- 
grams, one to Washington, the other to 
Jefferson City. In Chaplain Coleman's tent, 
where he has established temporary head- 
quarters, Julian reinforced these wires with 
lengthy lettere to both places, urging the 
speedy promulgation of the necessary order. 
Until this is received be will have no stand- 
ing in the regiment and is without the 
authority of the humblest private in the 
ranks. 

The stand taken by Col. Morgan ia loudly 
applauded along the line, and even after 
Julian’s installment, coming as he does 
sweet with Stephens’ favor, the opposition 
will continue strong and bitter. It has been 
asserted by a number of captains [In the 
line that sesignations will immediately fol- 
low another usurpation of the right that 
under every construction of military law 
is theirs—that of promotion. 

It is stated to-night that the reception of 
Percy Moore was the same as that of 
Houck. He had a short interview with 
Lieutenant-Colonel Cavender, commanding 
the ist. late this evening and immediately 
departed with his baggage for Chattanoo- 
ga.

This Noble Woman Deported 


From Cuba by Gen. Blanco 
for the Crime of Be- 
Ing Merciful. 


TERRIBLE SIGHTS SHE SAW. 


ROM Havana, comes the almost tfn- 
credible news that Sister Mary W'I- 
berforce, the nurse who so tenderly 

cared for the mangled heroes of the Maine, 
is to be expelled from the city. 

Her crime is two-fold. She befriended 
Jones and Thrall, the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondents, while they were prisoners in 
Havana, and she had in her possession 
food for the suffering patients tn her hos- 
pital—food which Spain wanted for her sol- 
diers. 

The first news came in a letter from &S!s- 
ter Mary sent to friends in this city by way 
of Vera Cruz, Mexico. In it 
ple recital of the sufferings a noble woman, 
not a combatant, had endured at the hands 
of the Spanish soldiery. 

She said: “As soon as the American Re- 
Nef Committee ceased giving food to the 
poor in Havana I found the diatress very 
grievous among Cubans, Americans, Eng- 
lish and Chinese. I therefore determined to 
open @ small mission on my own account 
for giving food to the starving women and 
children. In thirty days I gave $730 worth 
of food and clothing. 

“T goon found out that Spanish and Cuban 
women and children of the highest position 
were suffering the pangs of hunger.* * * 
The food and cloth!ng came to an end. On 
going to the Custom-House for a supply, I 
was informed by the official custodian 
that the English Consul, who acted as 
American Consul, had verbally” given 
hia consent that 2 tons of provisions 
in his charge should be looted for military 
purposes, ** * I then wrote to Gen. Blanco 
for some woods for the sick and poor women 
and children who were starving. 

“] went to the pa'tace afterward, but Gen. 
Blanco sent hia secretary that 
had fed and clothd and

That was the nurse's crime—that she did 
not discriminate, but gave succor to all 
whom she could reach. But this determined 
woman never faltered. Surrounded by tIn- 
triguing enemies, thwarted by the potential 
military ruler of the city, she was bound 
nevertheless to do her duty, to live 
up to the last letter of her’ self-im- 
poscd commands. She says: “I bougnt 
10 pounds of meat, the. same of flour, 
meal and coffee, and gave $107 in gold for 
148 tins of condensed milk. As soon as the 
goods were stored tn my house I sent word 
that I had food fur the 800 women and chil- 
dren on mwny list. © * * At 3 o'clock on th: 
same day a detective named Puri and five 
Other policemen came and demanded the 


whole of the goods,'as the police had not | 


been paid in eleven months and wanted 
food." 

Then commenced a scene of pillage that 
should make even a Castilian blush with 
shame. Nothing was sacred to the 
fane hands of these marauders. Sister 
Mary in briefly outlining the affair says: 
“Fortunately I had a woman with me, and 
she was a witness to one of the most dis- 
Graceful raids that was ever made. These 
vulgar men even entered my bedroom, stole 
from thence my tea and coffee. bread and 
butter, etc., and even with their sacrilegious 
hands raised the Virgin from her pedestal 
to see if I had placed anything of value 
underneath.” © © © 

Sadly, yet calmly, she adds: “The money 
I have spent is from our poor purses, 
shared with my sisters, the non-combat- 
ants of this unhappy city, and comprises 
not only my elx months’ tncome, but my 
savings besides. 
Gollars left. These 1 will share with 
American women and children whom the 
Government here refuses to allow to em-* 
bark. We will buy a little food with it, 
and if we perish we perish together.”

é¢ 7 F you think running this place is any- 
| thing of a snap, you are making the 
biggest mistak@of your life,” panted 
Lew Parker out at F t Park Highlands 
the othér day, as he slid into a seat at the 
extreme end of the pavilion to watch «a 
new act, “and I want to add, that one of 
the hardest of my duties out here is to do 
just what I'm doing now—keeping an eye 
on the show. Few people realize the amount 
of worry that rests constantly on the mind 
of the manager of a vaudeville resort. 

“It is the invariable rule of these places 
that every performer must see to it that 
his or her act is entirely free from coarse 
ness of every kind.

Walker of the St. Louis Force. 


distance than six times around the 
globe in the 26 years that he has 
been on the St. Louis police force. 

He is now in perfect health, has not a 
gray hair in his head and his step is as 
elastic as that of any man on the force. 
Though he is only 63 years old now, he has 
walked a beat longer than any patrolman 


doing police service. 

On May 17, 1872, he was appointed te a 
place on the force and was assigned to 
duty in the Central District. He remained 
there until about 10 years ago, when he was 
transferred to the Fifth District, where he 
now walks. His beat is from North 
Market street.to St. Louls avenue and from 
Twenty-seco atreet to Jefferson avenue. 
This territory covers 16 city blocks, and 
Quinn reckons that in covering this ter- 
ritory six times each day he walks about 15 
miles per day. 

In a week the policeman walks 10 miles, 
420 miles in a month, 6460 miles in a year. 
And in the 2 years that Quinn has been on 
the force he has covered a grand total of 
151,960 miles doing actual police duty. 

Manila is only 98170 miles distant, and 
could he walk over the waters of the Pa- 
cific Ocean he would reach that city in less 


H UGH QUINN has walked a greater 


than two years, as it is only 9170 miles from 


St. Louis. Cadiz, where the Spanish fleets 
gall from, 44 only 4280 miles from this city, 
and Quinn could step this in a year and see 
the sights on the way. London is only 480 
miles away, and thie distance he could 
cover in less than a year. He might make 
it to Madrid in a year, but he would have 
to beat 156 miles per day to do it, for the 
Spanish capital is just 6006 miles distant 
crom the Courthouse. 


A little trip to Chicago, distant from &t. 
Louls only 285 miles, he could easily make 
in a fortnight. In three months he could 
easily walk to New York, distant 1048 miles, 
and have time to spare. If he cared to go 
to Paris and the waters of the Atlantic 
offered as good a footing as the brick and 
granitoid paving on his beat, Quinn could 
walk the 6100 miles in a little less than a 
year. 

It would take him two years’ steady walk- 
Ine to get to Melbourne, 11,185 miles away, 
but he could get to Honolulu, 4565 miles 
from here, in less than a year. 

Quinn lives at 4223 Castleman avenue. 

“When I was 27 years old I received my 
appointment to the force,” he said. “I was 
railroading up to that time and was in 
good health. I weighed about 145 pounds 
then. I have never been sick to amount to 
anything since I've been on the force and 
now I weigh nearly 170 pounds. I have not 
tasted a drop of any kind of liquor for 
more than 20 years. I am out in all kinds 
of weather, but I ecarcely ever catch a cold 
and I don't believe I've been sick a month 
all put together during my entire % years’ 
service, 


“When I first went on the force I had a 
little trouble with my feet. They got sore 
from the constant walking. But I got big 
shoes and wore heavy eocks and my feet 
soon got allright. A policeman can’t wear 
thin soled shoes and last. He is on his 
feet continually for/more than 12 hours 
every day and he must protect his feet 
with heavy soles. Of course it is eomewhat 
easier to walk on a granitoid or asphalt 
pavement than any other, but a good brick 
pavement is all right. It is these gravel 
walks and macadam streets that a police 
man dislikes.” 


UNLUCKY VULCAN IRON WORKS ARE GONE.

The machinery was of the old type 
and ponderous. 

“There was never a day that passed while 
the works were in operation that some un- 
fortunate laborer did not get a limb mashed 
off, and there is not a machine in the place 
that has not taken a life.

|} FLORIDA GROWS PINEAPPLES. 


This 


ORLANDO, F'la., June 1. 
ERSONS outside this State have but 
fP little conception of the expansion 
and magnitude of the pineapple in- 
dustry, especially for the past year or so. 
A few of the original pioneers in the busi- 
ness have made a fortune out of it in the 
sale of fruit and scions, and their success 
has given it a most wonderful impetus, 
Pineries have, therefore, multiplied a hun- 
dredfold 

It is a fact that the best pineapples 
grown in the world are grown at Orlando. 
Soil and climatic conditions seem to be just 
right, hence the unsurpassed quality and 
size of fruit grown. The five leading va- 
rieties of fruit grown are the smooth 
cayenne, abbakka, golden queen, Enville 
City and Prince Albert, the first named be- 
ing the favorite more for the reason 
that its leaves are devoid of prick- 
ers, hence better to handle. The 
frult in this gection is all grown under 
cover—in pineries—the sides boarded up 
tight, the cover being put on with 1x3-inch 
slats, every other space being left open 
to admit rain and modified sunlight, and to 
keep out the cold. In quality there is no 
difference in those five varieties, the 
smooth cayenne having a little less of the 
tart flavor than the other four, but all are 
most delicious, the usual woody fiber and 
core is found almost entirely absent, s0 
that lovers of this fruit often eat it with 
a spoon, the same as they would a canta- 
loupe, 

The fruit here grows to most astonish- 
ing size, weighing from six to twelve pounds 
each. These varieties are good keepers 
and wuld easily stand a shipment of three 
or four wecks’ duration, 

The pineapple is propagated from slins, 
suckers and crowns. That is to say, they 
put out shoots from the parent stalk close 
to the ground, called suckers, and also from 
the base of the apple, called slips, as well 
as from top of the apple,cailed crowns. An- 
other way of propagating is from stools. A

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Commissioner Holman of St. Louis 
Gets an Idea of What Five 
Pounds of Diamonds Means.

IVE pounds of diamonds a day! Five 
'. pounds of genuine, dazzling sparklers 
dug out of the black earth every 24 
hours! The very prospect made Water 
Commissioner M. L. Holman’'s head swim, 
as he sat reading a letter from his old 
friend, Capt. Reynolds, a former St. Louis- 
an, now superintendent of the waterworks 
at Johannesburg, South Africa. 

The diamonds referred to in his letter'are 
the product of the mines at Kimberley. 
Capt. Reynolds said: 

“These mines are by far the greatest 
source of wealth in all the world’s history. 
The average output is five pounds of dia- 
monds a day. How much wealth that is I 
will not attempt to calculate. Ask your 
jeweler. 

‘The Rothschilds have 10,000 men working 
in the diamond fields—2000 white men and 
8000 negroes. 

“The workers are more closely guarded 


‘than if they were under sentence of death, 


though the white men have a few more 
liberties than the biacks. Any person 
caught with a rough diamond in this coun- 
try, it matters not who he or she is, ‘s 
subject to penal imprisonment for seven 
years, and the law is as rigidly enforced 
as that against horsestealing in Texas.” 

A karat is four grains. There are 140 
karats in one pound. In five pounds there 
are 7200 karate. Bach is worth anywhere 
from $20 to $18. This, at the very lowest 
estimate, would make the Rothschild in- 
come $144,000 a day, or more than $1,000,000 
a week. 

Capt. Reynolds does not give a glowing 
description of the Transvaal.

THE GRANGERS LEAD 


DECIDED BUOYANCY AND ACTIV- 
ITY IN THE STOCK 
MARKET. 


CROPS AND WAR LEGISLATION. 


News From the Fields and the Passage 
of the War Revenue Bill the 
Chief Inficences. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 11—The’ stock market 
was fairly animated for a summer half hol- 
iday, but ite tone was quite uncertain. Af- 
ter opening quiet and steady the market 
developed decided buoyancy and activity, 
advancing rapidly under the lead of the 
Granger shares. At the advance heavy real- 
izing sales appeared, under which the mar- 
ket became reactionary. The special incen- 
tives to sentiment at the opening of buai- 


ness were the passage of the war revenue 
bill by the Senate and the issue last even- 
ing of the Government's monthly report on 
the growing crops. Estimates made on the 
basia of the Government's figures point to 
a yield of 637,000,000 bushels of wheat, an 
unprecedented amount. The early cabled 
advices showed general advances in the 
American division of the London market, 
but foreign houses traded on both sides of 
the local market. Aside from the granger 
shares the dealings were heaviest in sugar 
refining, People’s Gas, Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit and the Atchison shares. 

The feature of the weekly bank statement 
was the further heavy increase in the de- 
posit account, which rose this week $14,791,- 
000. Since May 7 the deposits of the New 
York banks have risen no less than $65,000,- 
000 and an unprecedented amount 80 
short a time. 

Throughout the week money has been ex- 
ceedingly cheap and that market has been 
absolutely unaffected by the prospects that 
the Government would soon be a borrower 
to the extent of $200,000,000 and perhaps 
more. 

The railway earnings reported in the 
week have been gratifying showings, par- 
ticularly the May statements of the Union 
Pacific, Northern Pacific and [ilinois Cen- 
tral companies. The returns now being re- 
ported for the first week in June show no 
falling off in traffic, though it is to be 
remembered that the current earnings are 
being contributed with a period last year 
when the roads were beginning to show 
the effects of the business revival. The 
present crop and general trade conditions 
give assurance that these heavy earnings 
will continue to be reported for another 
12 months at least. ; 

The movements in the week's market 
have resu'ted largely from technica) cir- 
cumstances, hence they do not require ex- 
tended comment. 

The amount of the bonds which !ft will 
he necessary for the Government to sell 
depends, of course, upon the duration of 
the war. It is thought that the first Issue 
will be made in the coming week, and 
that from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000 will be 
offered for popular subscription. 

The bonds are to be sold at par, no more 
nor less. and there !s no doubt that they 
will be largeiy oversubscribed for. They 
are particulariy desirable for national 
banks as a basis of circulation, and prob- 
ably a large part of the bonds will be 
utilized in this manner.

Tennessee Regiment ou Its Way to the 
Philippine Islands.

When 1200 Tennessee volunteer soldiers 
rolied into Union Station yesterday, some 
in rags and some in tags and a few in 
siiken gowns, St. Louis got a taste of war 
that was new and tickled the palate, 

No more unique lot of men ever went to 
war than these brave sons of Tennessee, 
composing the Ist. Regiment, en route to 
Manila. It arrived in four trains of sieep- 
ing cars, and has four days of steady 
traveling on land and 3 days on sea be- 
fore it, 

The regiment was under command of Col. 
Ww. C. Smith, who astonished the natives by 
appearing with two big Confed¢«rate badges 
on his breast. 

In the regiment is a company composed 


exclusively of mountaineers, lithe, graceful 
fellows, in their native costumes of home- 
spun. Only about half the ri giment is ful- 
ly uniformed, and what uniforms they have 
are past active service. But beneath the 
tatered worn blouses and hickory shirts 
beat hearts that are brave and patriotic, 
The mountaineers, queer of dialect and 
quiet in manner, are exptcted to make mag- 
nificent soldiers. They are sharpshooters 
from long practice in their native hills, and 
should o terrible execution among the 
Spaniards at Manila. 

The boys were rich, having received their 
month's pay before starting. They spent 
money freely, and the venders of cigarettes, 
cigars, fruit, sandwiches and other luxuries 
at the station reaped a rich harvest, 

The troops remained in St. Louls only 
long enough to get breakfast, and then be- 
gan their long journey to San Francisco.

frauds in St. Louls, and he has set him- 
self to correct the i. ‘and enforce the 
law. 

When the attention of the Pension Office 
was called to the subject several months 
ago a big force of examiners was sent 


out with instructions to make a thorough 
investigation. 

The result was startling. Frau was 
found to be so universal that C mis- 
sioner Evans saw it would be an endless 
task to prosecute al] the offenders. A 
few were prosecuted as examples to the 
rest, and a red-hot circular letter sent out 
by the Commissioner, advising the offend- 
ers to walk straight in the future. 

Two convictions were obtained in the 
Federal Court in St. Louis. In one case 
the culprit was a justice of the peace. 
His prosecution helped to defeat him for 
re-election, 

The law requires that when pension 
vouchers are executed before a notary the 
pensioner shall be accompanied by two wit- 
nesses, who shall swear to the identifica- 
tion, ard that the pensioner is still de- 
pendent. It also requires that the pensioner 
produce before the notary his or her pen- 
sion certificate. This section of the law is 
printed on all vouchers, so that none of the 
notaries could plead ignorance. 

The investigation revealed -several fla- 
gZrant caees of technical fraud. For in- 
stance, a widow would go to a notary to 
have her voucher executed. The notary 
did not require that she be accompanied by 
two witnesses who knew her to be the per- 
son named and could swear that she had 
not remarried and was stil] dependent. In- 
stead the notary would allow two clerks in 
his office, who knew nothing of these faots, 
to sign as witnesses. Thousands of such 
cases were found. 

Another instance was that in which the 
pensioner, a Woman, would send her daugh- 
ter to the notary, having signed the Bs 
at home. The two clerks would be brought 
into use again to swear that they had. seen 
the pensioner sign the voucher, and knew 
her to be unmarried and dependent. Thou- 
sands of such frauds were found, also. 

In still other instances it was discovered 
that the pensioner, a man, would send his 
wife to the notary, having signed the vouch- 
er at home. Again the clerks would swear 
to statements which they did not know to 
be facts. 

It was shown that in many cases these 
frauds thhad been carried on for years and 
that the clerks used as witnesses had never 
seen the pensioners. 

The report of the examiners was a revela- 
tion to the Commissioner. Gen. HMvans 
abandoned the idea of prosecuting all the 
offenders and after securing the conviction 
of a few of the most flagrant he issued the 
following circular letter: 

Sir—Recent investigation had by this burean 
to ascertain the methods employed by public 
officiais ip executing pension vouchers has dem- 
onstrated an almost total {!lsregard of the laws 
and regulations governing the gubject. 

It is clearly eyidenced that the illegal lax, 
indifferent and perfunctory procedure now ex- 
tant has become a menace to the proper and 
aafe conduct of the affairs of this bureau, so 
far as it relates to the payment of pensions, 
and special efforts are contemplated to correct 
the existing abuses. 

While it is belleved that many officials who 
assist in the execution of pension vouchets 
have no conception of thelr criminal liability 
in the premises, it ts equally certain that 
many others to secure an advantage in the 
numerien! number of their clientage, knowingly 
and wilfully.resert to violations of the law. 

To the end that the former class may profit 
by this notice, this circular is issued. 

There can be no justification in the prevalent 
baste and laxity existing in many offices, by 
which post-dating, false certification, false 
claim and ‘‘stock’’ witnesses have become a 
factor in the administration and acknowledg- 
ment of pension vouchers. 

It is the intention of this burean, where the 
facts warrant such action, to institute erim- 
inal proceedings against the parties who in- 
dulge in these illegal and Irregular practices 
aud they are warned accordingly.

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Capt. Sweet Suggests They Be As- 
signed to Camp Supervision. 

Capt. Owen J. Sweet, in commenting en 
the complaints of volunteer soldiers about 
their fare and camp conditions, makes a 
sugerstion which he thinks would solve the 
difficulty, 

“An officer may be ever so good a tac- 
ticlan and drillmaster,”’ said Capt. Sweet, 
“but unless he has seen actual campaigning 
he cannot know how to Insure the health 
and comfort of his men. There are facts 
about the issue and preparation of food, the 
best way to camp, and simple rules for the 
‘reservation of the health that can only be 
learned by actual experience.

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CITY ATTORNEY CLOVER DI6- 
MISSED CASES IN THE SEC- 
OND DISTRICT COURT. 


JUDGE REPRIMANDED HIM. 


Police Department Convinced the City 
Attorney Does Not Intend to 
Prosecute the Gamblers. 


Five prisoners were set free without the 
formality of a trial in the Second District 
Police Court Friday, although evidence 
was at hand to insure their conviction. 

City Attorney Harry Clover nolle prossed 
the cases before court convened and was 
subsequently rebuked by Judge Sievenson, 
who declared that the City Attorney's ac- 
tion was unprecedented and without war- 
rant of law. 

The men released were Charles Meyers, 
Charlies Simons, Max Cohen, Nathan WGold- 
Stein and Henry Brown, 

They were arrested on the aight of May 
31, in a poker game raid at Sam Goild- 
man’s saloon. 831 North Eighth street, The 
information against them was positive and 
the defendants were arraigned in court the 
following day on a charge ol gambling. 

Assistant City Attorney Dodge allowed 
them a continuance to June 7. The defend- 
ants claimed they were not ready for trial 
on that date and the hearing was accord- 
ingly reset for Saturday. 

Contrary to his custom, Mr. Clover, who 
has never before exercised jurisdiction at 
the Second District Court, took charge of 
the docket and marked “N, P.,"" which is 
equivalent to a discharge, opposite’ the 
name of each of the prisoners mentioned. 

Policemen William Coleman and John 
McGrath, together with other witnesses, 
were present to testify aguinst the men. 
They were astounded to learn that the 
cases had been disposed of without con- 


'culting with them. 


Judge Stevenson was indignant when ap- 
prised of the facts, and demanded an im- 
mediate explanation. 

Mr. Clover was profuse in his excuses, 
but the court insisted that he had wantonly 
exceeded his powers. 

“You are not the attorney for this court,” 
said Judge Stevenson, hotly, “and I will 
not tolerate your coming up here and vir- 
tually ee go people without first con- 
sulting me. rescind your action and or- 
der Mr. Dodge to handle these cases.” 

A quiet conference ensued between Attor- 
neys Clover and Vodge. The latter was evi- 
dently acting !n accordance with instruc- 
tions when he said: 

‘Your Honor, I recommend a nollie pros." 

Judge Stevenson would probably not have 
acquiesced had he been aware of the con- 
vincing testimony against the poker play- 
ers, The police were indignant and openly 
asserted that it waa impossible to enforce 
the law against gamblers in the Dayton 
street court, 

“We have brought case after case of poker 
Playing and gambling Into Judge S‘even- 
son's court,” said a Fourth District patrol- 
man, ‘but it seems we can never get fair 
play there. Goldman's saloon has been raid- 
ed time and again, but the gamblers are 
seidom, if ever, punished. Complaints have

After the order has been issued to charter 
vessels an officer is sent to inspect the ships 
and find the lowest purchase price or rent 
the owners will acc@pt. This price is never 
made public. -If the vessel passes inspec- 
tion, it is accepted. Since the war began 
more than 60 vessels have been inspected in 
the harbor of New York. Many have been 
rejected because not up to requirement or 
because the owners misrepresented the 
quality and capacity of their ships.

The bargain when made provides that all 
transports be furnished with captain and a 
complete crew. This consists of a captain 
and about fifty men for a_ 3000-ton ship. 
The crew is fed and-paid by the owner, 
only the coal and water being provided by 
the Government. It is understood that the 
ship is to be returned to the owners in 
good condition, the Government assuming 
war risks. If a vessel is lost or damaged 
through belligerent operations, she is to 
be replaced or paid for. If the careless- 
ness of her captain or crew causes loss 
the owners have no recoyrse. The rental 
of a transport is from $250 to $1200 a day, 
mccording to size. 

The details for fitting out a freighter for 
transport service are endless and perplex- 
ing. The bulkheads are removed, a distilling 
apparatus is attached to the boilers, so that 
fresh water may be made out of the ocean. 
This is done to save space, for an allowance 
of three pints of water a day to each man 
and two and a half gallons for the horses, 
would require more space than could be 
spared. Refrigerators are fitted up to pre- 
eerve the rations. Bunks are put up and 
quarters arranged for the officers. Not 
much room is allowed the enlisted men. 
Four or five bunks are put in, one above an- 
other, on both sides and all around the 
decks, The men are packed like’eggs in a 
crate. In the hold of the troop ship there 
will be room for 60 days’ rations for 100 
men, besides tents and ammunition. The 
horses and mules are carried between decks, 


used by the United States for transport 
purposes will carry 1200 men, 830 horses, 
cattle, food and all equipment, together 
with ammunition. To carry an army of 
100,000 men would require 100 ships, which 
would do the job in one trip. 

One of the greatest difficulties in fitting 
out an expedition of great magnitude is to 
separate and classify supplies. This has 
been especially vexatious at Tampa and 
Key West. Each transport must have a 
variety of supplies for the soldiers it car- 
ries, because no one knows when or where 
they are going to land. It would be easy 
if all the shoes could be put in one ship, 
all the bread in another, all the bacon in 
another and so on. But this will never do. 
The only safe way is to issue to each regi- 
ment its proper allowance of rations. cloth- 
ing, ammunition, tents, etc., so that wher it 
lands it can maintain itself, no matter what 
may become of the rest of the army. The 
horses must go in the ships with the men 
who ride them, and the artillery must not 
be separated from its ammunition. 

To fit out the army at Tampa the Quar- 
termasters have colleeted 92,000 tents, 55,- 
000 blankets, 127,000 pairs of shoes, 297,000 
pairs of socks, 142, undershirte, 142,000 
drawers and 69,000 suits of uniforms. 

Derricks and other contrivances to load 
heavy ordnance must be on board every 
ship, which must always have a full supply 
of small boats, launches and lighters. 

When these and a thousand other mat- 
ters are attended to the expedition is ready 
to sail. A fleet of warships sails with the 
transports to protect them from the ene- 
my’s cruisers and to cover the landing 
when hostile shores are reached. What this 
landing will be like depends upon the spot 
chosen, the depth of water and the where- 
abouts of the enemy's army. If a good 
harbor is available the transports may 
discharge their cargo and troops on the 
docks and it will be comparatively easy. 
But should such a place be Impossible to 
secure, owing to the presence of the Span- 
ish army or other causes, other localities 
will have to Be looked for.. In such case 
the pontoons, launches, derricks, etc., will! 
be taxed to their uttermost and the Com- 
missary-General will not be happy until the 
last man and last gun and last side of ba- 
con is deposited on the beach.

The 
news of death can only clothe in fact the 
fear that is now hugged so closely.

An old brigadier who served in the Civil 
Strife and spent the best part of his life 
attaining a Colonel's straps in the regular 
army and finally by grace of Spain and 
President McKinley winning a star, sat be- 
fore Gen. Brooke's headquarters the other 
night and discussed the relative merits of 
the city and country volunteer.

How the Pack Mule Is Taught to Wear the Aparejos, Which Is a Novel 
Harness Fitted to the Carrying of Heavy Loads on Mountain Roads. 


HOMAS MOONEY, chief packer of the United States Army, is tn St. Louis. To get 
here it was necessary for him to travel 6000 miles; to go from where the ther- 
mometer registered 2 degrees below zero to a 9%-in-the-shade climate. Mooney 

did this and has suffered not a jot. His health is such that climate has little or no 
effect upon it. He weighs, stripped, 260 pounds, and bears not an ounce of superfluous 
fiesh. Forty-five years old, 6 feet 2 in height, blue eyes that laugh all the time, good 
nature to throw away, a man with such a big heart that nature had to build a gigantic 
frame to cover it. Such a man is Mooney. In looks Mooney does not appear over 30. 
He is such a man as Kipling could immortalize. If he ever gets fame some one will 
have to get it for him, for he is too modest to force himself upon the world. 

He is so modest that even the reporters failed to learn of his presence until now, 
and yet he came further to help the Government along in its fight with Spain than 
probably any other living man. 

April 26 of this year Mooney was in Dyea, Alaska. He was sent there with the 
Government relief expedition which left Seattle, Wash., Feb. 16 under the command of 
Lieut. Guy V. Preston on board the schooner Lucille, towed by the tug Sea Lion. 
Mooney had in charge 12 mules destined for use in carrying the Government supplies 
to the supposed starving miners beyond Chilkoot Pass. But when the expedition ar- 
rived at Dyea it was found that there were no starving miners. All had sufficient. 

The supplies were auctioned off and all hands returned. 

Lucky it was for the Government, too, that such was the case, for Mooney was 
needed here. The Missouri mule, no less important to the army than any other ad- 
junct of war, must receive attention. The Missouri mule is just like any other mule. - | Y

Mooney has been the chief mule tamer of the army for sixteen 
years. He learnéd the business from Thomas Moore, the first man ever appointed to a Baw iA 
the position. Both Moore and Mooney served with Custer in the Indian wars. “Ki, * r 
It was through Moore that Gen. Custer induced the army to adopt the Mexican 
aparejos or pack saddle The aparejos is only used in wars where it is impossible 
to use wagons for hauling the supplies of tthe army. Mules are organized into traing 
of gixty-three, with one bell mare for a guide. 
Since coming here Mooney has trained twenty-two bands of mules and sent them to 
the front. He has eight more trains in hand, and so far has been ordered to raise 
thirty-two trains, making a total of 216 mules Mooney has and will handle. 
To each mule sent out there js an aparejos. An aparejos consists of two pleces 
of leather sewn together, 23 to 25 inches wide and from & to 62 inches long, divided 
through the side by a fold. This fold fits across the back of the mule allowing 
the sides of the pack saddle to fall around the mule’s sides to a point 30 inches from 
the center of the mule’s back, The spaces between the leather are lined with willow 


sticks, but for a square hole In the center which Its left open and filled with hay. This W/. SZ - 
is to allow ventilation.

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two wide strips of leather which join in the rear and form what is called the 
crupper.

With the mule train go a complement of 14 packers; a boss packer, assistant, cook 
and 10 packers. The boss packer receives $100 per month for his services, his assistant 
$60 and the others $30 each. 

Packers are not members of the army, merely employes, receiving thelr pay each 
month the same as the soldiers. 

“Mules can pack from 40 to 700 pounds if the stuff ts put properly,” said 
Mooney. “In this war mules will carry ail the provisions and ammunition of the 
army. Cuba is a mounta!nous country and it would be ignpossible to use wagons, 
I never saw but one mountain a mule could not climb. That was Chilkoot Pass in 
Alaska. It comes nearer being straight up than any place I ever saw where people 
had to go. It is .1750 feet from the bottom to the top. Indians get 2 cents a pound 
for carrying supplies up. I saw one Indian carry 22 pounds to the top, but he had 
@ hard time of it. I took 125 mules up there with me to carry supplies across, but 
no mule in the world could climb it. It is so steep that no one walks back down. 
There is a guide rope along the side. The packer takes his load up, lays it down, 
receives his money, sits down in the path, grabs the rope and away he goes. You 
just siide down.

The public, for long years, has fondly 
cherished the idea that when an unusually 
bold nobbery had been committed the rob- 
bers must have ;equirted chloroform 
through the keyhole and rendered uncon- 
sciloug the occupants of the room or 


house, 


Dr. Otto Sutter, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, seaye that it would be more 
difficult for a burglar to put a victim un- 
der the influence of chloroform than it 
would be to rob him. 

“Why, it takes all the way from 10 min- 
utes to three-quarters of an hour for us to 
@et @ man under the influence of chioro- 
form,”’ said Dr. Sutter, “and the way we 
edminister it cannot be equaled by the rob- 
bers. In the first place if chloroform be 
dashed in the face of a victim it would not 
put him to sleep. The liquid is very power- 
ful and would create a biister and produce 
considerable pain. If the individual were 
asleep it would awaken him. 

“The fluid must be poured on a cloth or 
other porous substance and the person to 
be chloroformed must inhale the fumes. If 
one could be overcome by chloroform in the 
manner suggested by the burglar theory 
surgeons would certainly be overcome dur- 
ing long operations. They are bending over 
the patient with chloroform constantly 
Gripping over the mask that covers the 
patient's nostrils and mouth. There ts no 
draft in the operating room, and though 
the odor of the drug often becomes pow- 
erful I never yet saw any person 6o over- 
come.”’ 

Dr. R. B. Wilson, essodliated with Dr. A. 
C. Bernays, takes the same view es Dr. 
Sutter. 

“We administer chloroform to 600 people 
@ year,” he said, “and I think we are quali- 
fied to speak on this subject. I think it 
would be impossible to overcome any one 
without saturating a cloth and holding it 
over his nostrils. Even if a burglar were 
to succceed in breaking into a man’s sleep- 
ing room without being discovered and 
were to attempt to chloroform his intended 
victim, the pungent odor and the strangling

GERMAN JOURNALISM_ IN 
ST. LOUIS RETIRE FROM WELL FOUGHT FIELDS. 


Forty-seven years ago Carl Daenzer came 
to St. Louis. Almost continuously since 
that time he has been in the newspaper 
harness: as an editor. He was educated in 
the best schools of Germany. for the law, 
and in 1848 was identified prominently with 
the revolutionary Government of the Grand 
Duchy of Baden. When the revolution 
failed and fell Mr. Dacnzer emigrated. Ie 
was a vigorous writer and his pen outlined 
his doctrines boldly. eloquently and dic- 
tatorially. For six years he played havoc

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The coming of Uncle Sam's soldiers infused new life into the 
place. To-day there are nearly 400 dwellings in sight of the 
entrance to Chickamauga Park. 

The announcement has been made that all the summer the 
soldier population of Chickamauga Park will be kept up to 
the present number—about. 40,000. A veritable city of soldiers! 

Forty thousand men in the army of this powerful Republic, 
regularly paid from the coffers of Uncle Sam, is a wonderful 
incentive to a certain vast army of money-seekers, who in- 
vent all kinds of plausible schemes to drain the pocketbooks 
of the people wherever and whenever they find them.in a con- 
dition to be drained. 

The soldier is the especial mark for this army. He is regard- 
ed universally as an easy mark. In nine out of ten cases the 
soldier belongs to that class who have no other use for money 
than to spend it, and that, too,5as soon as possible. 

In former days the sutlers had a wider field than now. Then 
they sold liquors and provisions, but now, since the regimental 
canteen has become a, fixed institution, these sutlers have 
Be it 
credited to their genius that they have succeeded, and their 
success is gloriously demonstrated at Camp Thomas. 

These men cannot make their business professional because 
we are not always in a state of war. Yet it is truly wonderful 
to see how readily they drop into a state of perfection, so far 
as concerns the fleecing of an army. To visit Chickamauga, 
it would seem that the Federal and Confederate troops had 
never vacated that historic battlefield since they began their 
famous fight there in September, 35 years ago, and that the 


sutlers had been continuously with the troops, becoming more 
and more perfect in their bleeding system every day. It is 
almost beyond belief that these men never had experience on 
an army before; at least the visitor is compelled to believe 
that they all must be sons of sutlers in the last war who were

The Midway is now several hundred yards long and is filled 
on both sides with booths, cheap shows, lemonade stands, gam- 
bling devices and almost every other contrivance to extract 
money from the pockets of the unwary or gullible. 

The newspaper men have appropriated the right flank, and 
every metropolitan paper makes its presence known by flaming 
streamers and posters. Across the Midway from the journal- 
ists begin the lemonade and sandwich stands. 

These are held by natives of Northwest Georgia’ or citizens 
of Chattanooga. The Southern idea of money-making as ex- 
emplified here rarely extends beyond that which fills a man’s 
stomach. The genuine Northern and Western faker has his 
graft in farther down the line. With shrill cries of the rasp- 
ing variety peculiar to the fin de siecle faker he announces any- 
thing from a collar button to a full camp outfit. Stationery 
has the strong pull and is in evidence every few feet. Every 
letterhead bears a military character and references to the 
Maine are almost universal. 

Plain stationery is almost unknown and can only be pur- 
chased at night. 

You have to know the ropes to wet that thirst the dusty 
roads of Chickamauga inspires. In front of Lytle’s only saloon 
stands an innocent lemonade and soda water dispensary. 

The “canteen” is entered behind this, past two rooms de- 
voted to all kinds of gambling, craps, roulette, poker, old army 
game, they have them all, and can furnish any amusement of 
this nature called for. The “saloon” sells only beer that is 
set out from a wicket window upon receipt of 15 cents through 
the slat. These hot afternoons crowd the hidden apartment 
to its capacity. 

The postoffice is farther up the line. It has been enlarged 
by a 6 by 8 room that Is always piled high with mail. While the 
facilities are doubtless much improved, they are far from be- 
ing adequate to the demands. Mail matter of the greatest im- 
portance to the soldier in the camp and the sender at home 
fills corners, shelves and benches, with an excellent chance of 
never being discovered until Lytle returns to its normal con- 
dition. Inspector Joe Johnston is here trying to locate the 
thieves who have been reaping a harvest by “lifting” letters 
containing money from home. 

When it is considered that. there are 40,000 soldiers, besides 
the many other persons who are drawn to the park whom the 
Midway has to depend upon for patronage, the importance of 
this place can be comprehended. Of course, many of the sol- 
diers go to Chattanocga without passing the Midway, and only 
to pass down the Midway is all the enterprising “business 
men” of that thoroughfare want of the hungry and thirsty 
soldier who has a little money in his pocketbook. If it were 
possible to give it, a statement of the money taken in on this 
Midway would be astounding. : 

There is already one theater on the Midway, and another 
is being erected about a mile nearer the camps by Manager 
Albert of the Chattanooga Opera House.

UMMER'’S coming opens up the never-ending 
discussion of the nature and causes of the 

Gisease known as hydrophobia or rabies. 

St. Louls doctors hold many 
differing opinions about the 
terrible disease. Many of them 
do not believe it exists, hold- 
ing that it is merely a form 
of meningitis, proceeding from the same causes 
@s that disease. 

Dr. Bransford Lewis of the Century bullding 
believes that hydrophobia is a distinct disease, 
but he holds that in neither brutes nor men can 
it be contracted except by inoculation. 

“Hydrophobia,” said Dr. Lewis, “is a real dis- 
ease and not a delusion. It Is not, however, as 
many suppose, a blood disease. The polgon that 
enters the system by Inoculation attacks the 
nerves, producing the peculiar condition always 
found in cases of rabies. The patient suffers ter- 
rible «spasms, in which there are convulsive work- 
ings of the jaws and guttural sounds, frequently

Gescribed as like the barking of a dog. The 
working of the jaws and the nervous contraction 
‘of the throat produce a froth which exudes from 
the mouth.

“The spasms that follow the sight or touch of 
water in cases of this disease are natural, The 
gartne spasms follow the sighy of any food. They 
proceed from an inability to eat or drink. The 
so-called barking like a dog, observed in cases 
of human beings afflicted with alleged hydro- 
phobia, is merely the guttural noise caused by 
the nervous contraction of the throat and is ob- 
served in cases of meningitis as well.”

liquids we put in our system have much to 

dp with the state of our health, yet on this point 
there is a woful lack of education. 

‘It Is commonly believed that it is proper to 
take cold drinks In summer and hot drinks in 
winter. This rule should be reversed. Cold 
drinks in summer are refreshing, but they seri- 
ously affect the tone of the stomach in many 
vases. If you are extremely warm and take an 
iced drink the temperature of the stomach and 
entire system is so suddenly reduced as to shock 
the system. The cooling effect of the drink is at 
best only temporary. If, after taking the drink, 
you go out in the sun again, the outside tem- 
perature is in such marked contrast with your 
internal temperature that you feel the heat more 
than ever and there is a second shock. Each 
summer drink is accompanied by two reactions 
and two shocks. 

“The rationale of drinks, in my opinion, calls 
for hot drinks in summer and cold ones in winter. 
The introduction of a warm liquid into the stom- 
ach on a hot day equalizes the internal and ex- 
ternal temperature and by so doing makes the 
external less noticeable. There is no shock. A 
cold drink in winter will brace the system for 
me of the outside temperature and prevent 
colds.”’

strawberries. It shows that all persong may not 
eat the luscious fruit, now so plentiful and cheap, 
without suffering dire consequences. 

A young maz called on the doctor to treat a 
case of what he thought was poison from ivy. 
He had had symptonms of cholera morbus. The 
doctor learned that the young man had been 
eating strawberries. This reminded the young 
man that he was afflicted in the same way last 
year and had gone to the City Hospital with what 
he thought was a bad case of ivy poisoning. He 
remembered that he had been eating strawberries 
prior to that time. 

“Strawberries affect many people this way,” 
said Dr. Johnson, “and the trouble with the dis- 
ease is that those afflicted seldom suspect the 
true cause. They make the mistake that my pa- 
tlent made. The manifestation of the disease is 
an urticaria or eruption on the skin which caus- 
es severe itching. It looks like an eczema and 
proceeds from a disordered condition of the stom- 
ach. The most pe on cause is fish. Many per- 
sons cannot eat figh at all for this reason. Straw- 
berries have the same effect. Often it produces 
a real eczema which is very hard to get rid of. 
Persons should be very sure strawberries agree 
with them before they eat them.,”’

é¢ Ws: the summer heat begins to affect 


us, one of the first unpleasant results 

is sore feet,” said Dr. F. L. Phillips. 
“Originally man was not intended to wear shoes, 
as,.the construction of his pedal extremities shows. 
Human feet are buflt on the architecture of 
other animals’ feet, and they are constructed so 
as to aid in walking or running by the use of 
the nalls to give a firm foothold. : 

“The most natural and best relief for sore feet 
in hot weather would be contact with mother 
earth. Since that is impossible under existing 
conditions of civilization and society. 

*“Tannate of glycerine or formaldehyde affords 
relief for blistered and chafed feet. The tannate 
of glycerine is oily and should be used as an 
ointment. A 2 per cent solution of the formalde- 
hyde should be used as a foot bath. 

“Of course, cleanliness suggests itself to every- 
body. The matter of shoes, if regarded mure, 
would save much trouble with the feet. Tan 
shoes of the lighter shades are more porous and 
cooier than the black. Patent leathers are the 
most harmful of all footwear. 

“A popular error is made in the belief that 
light soles are comfortable in hot weather. Soles 
should be of sufficient thickness to keep the heat 
of the pavements from penetrating them. 

“Keep the feet dry and cool and there will be 
ittle trouble.’’

#; ITH hot weather comes the season of 
W discomfort for babies and smal! chil- 
dren. Parents cannot be too careful 
with their children, and especially under 2 years 
old,” said Dr. Henry L. Lioyd. “Now that the 
hot weather is on cases of rash and other erup- 
tive diseases will be more frequent. These dis- 
eases are not likely to prove fatal in themselves, 
but they are ‘iable to bring on complications 
that are serious. 

“These troubles can In a large measure be avoid- 
ed. Dress the babies from a common-sense 
standpoint and feed them properly and they will 
get fat during the hot weather—not be peevish 
and fretful. They should be kept absolutely 
clean, Clothing should be changed often and care 
should be taken that the clothing is in keeping 
with the weather. 

“Another important thing is fresh air and 
morning sunshine. Every day, if possible, the 
children should be given an outing. A ride on 
the trolley cars of an evening will do them a 
world of good and will insure a good night's 
sleep. Let them play on the green grass, but not 
after the dew begins to appear.” 


BRAIN AND NERVE FOODS. 


R. SOPHIE LEPPER, the English food 
[) specialist, says in speaking of the pecu- 
HMarities of various foods that: 

Planched almonds give the higher nerve, muscle 
or brain food; no heat or waste. 

Walnuts give nerve or brain food, muscle, heat 
and waste. 

Green water grapes are blood purifying (but of 
little food value); reject pips and skins. 

Blue grapes are feeding and blood purifying, 
too rich for those who suffer from the liver. 

Tomatoes, higher nerve or brain food and 
waste, no heat. They are thinning and stimulat- 
ing. Do not swallow the skins. 

Juicy fruits give more or less the higher nerve 
or brain, and some few muscle food and waste, 
no heat. 

Apples supply the higher nerve 
fuod, but do not give stay. 

Prunes afford the highest nerve or brain food, 
supply heat and waste, but are not muscle feed- 
ing. They should be avoided by those who suf- 
fer from the liver. 

Oranges are refreshing and feeding, but are 
not good if the liver is out of order. 

Green figs are excellent food. 

Dried figs contain nerve and muscle food, heat 
and waste, but are bad for the liver. 

All stone fruits are considered to be injurious 
for those who suffer from the liver, and should 
be used cautiously. 

Lemons and tomatoes should not be used dally 
in cold weather; they have a thinning and cool- 
ing effect.

That was 
Before the rush for gain became a stampede and 
young people were not forced to spend half their 
day in the glare of an electric light. At night 
they slept, the health was kept good and all or- 
gans were given perfect rest. The strains that 
we subject our eyes to go through daily would 
have rendered blind our forefathers. This shows 
the nerves are being adapted to new conditions 
and as we continue to use them they will grow 
stronger. 

“Perhaps the greatest damage we do to our 
sight comes from reading on the cars. These 
vehicles are, I might say without exception, 
poorly lighted, and when we combine this defect 
with the constant jarring of the pamphlet we hold 
we have the greatest known impairer outside the 
realm of accident. 

“I do not believe ocullsts wi!l suffer much by 
these better-seeing times. The people are begin- 
ning to appreciate that it is as/much if not more 
the physician's province to ward off danger as to

TWO OUT OF THREE COLOR BLIND. 


R. CARL PESOLD, assistant surgeon of 

[) the Ist Regiment, to whom falls the duty 

of examining all applicants for enlistment 

in that organization, has collected some interest- 
ing data about color-blindness, 

This has always been a bar to enlistment. "The 
examination in this respect Is very rigid. Dr. Pe- 
so'd finds that a large number of men are not 
only unable to tell the difference between various 
shudes of the same color, but that an astonish- 
ing number are wholly incapable of picking green 
frein red, or blue from yellow. 

“Many men who come before me,” solid Dr. 
Pesold, “are not aware until I examine them that 
they are color-blind. It is a most peculiar falling, 


in that very few of its victims can be convinced 

that they are afflicted. When a dozen men line 

up before me for examination, I can safely say 
that two or three of them will be rendered in- 
elixible by color-blindness. It is very important 
in modern military science that all soldiers be 
able to distingu'sh colors accurately. I have had 
men say with the most positive assurance that 
blue was green, or red, yellow, and stick to it 
rertinaciously. They simply have no idea of 
color. There is no cure for the falling.”

onstrated in pimples (acne) and eczema. We will 
take these, on account of their frequency, as @x- 
amples. Take a young lady who has acne; let 
her indulge in candy, pickles, cheese and such 
like materials, and it will be found that not only 
is her digestion impaired, but the eruption be- 
comes worse. Now take a man who Is suffering 
from eczema, and let him indulge but moderately 
in alcoholics and slightly impair his digestion, 
and forthwith his eruption is aggravated. Let 
any one euffering from an inflammatory skin 
disease interfere with gastric digestion and not 
only the stomach suffers in various ways, bué 
the skin Immediately furnishes evidence of the 
fact. In cases of inflammatory eruption on the 
faces of children between the ages of 1 and 4 
years, the affection !s almost invariably eczema, 
The most important etiological factor In these 
cases is improper food and the consequent diges- 
tive disturbances. It is not more common in the 
lower than In the higher classes of society. A 
diet which is somewhat restricted will be found 
beneficial. but this alone ts not sufficient. The 
trouble lies much deeper. You must restore tone 
to the stomach and liver and a gastric tonic is

the Initiative and others followed. 

Within a few days the plan was well 
under way. A list was furnished to an 
ice company, with instructions to deliver 
ice to the persons named until further or- 
ders. Mrs, Owens went around to see that 
the recipients took proper care of what 
was furnished them. None had ice boxes, 
of course, but she improvised an arrange- 
ment that was highly successful. A tub 
was secured and well washed inside and 
then a layer of bricks were placed in the 
bottom. The ice was deposited on top of 
these and then wrapped in straw or rags. 

By this means, with ice at 30 cents per 
hundred pounds, each family found that 
five cents’ worth would last a day without 
troub-e. 

When Mrs. Owens had the plan thor- 
oughly in hand, she turned the money and 
the list over to Miss Edith Miller of 3849 
West Pine boulevard, one of the King’s 
Daughters, and left the city for her annual

the list showed that nearly 250 persons had

Numerous other Incidents of a similar na- 
ture went to show what a beneficial work 
was being done, and in no instance Was 
there the least show of Ingratitude. 

Now that the warm weather has set in 
again Mrs, Owens Is planning a continuation 
of the work commenced last year. She de- 
sires to have it umder way by June 15, for 


about that time, according to Dr. B. 
Saunders of the Bethesda Home, the coal 
rate of mortality among children begins. 

Last summer the principal object was to 
supply ice to sick or infirm people and 
children. 

This year is is proposed to extend the 
work so as to include all worthy persons, 
and Mrs. Owens and the other ladies inter- 
ested hope to be able to supply 100 families 
with ice regularly. 

The Central District, for which Mrs. 
Owens is missionary, includes the territory 
between Eighth and Fourteenth streets and 
Market street and Cass avenue, but deserv- 
ing cases outside of this district will not be 
neglected, if known, 

Last year Thomas Morrison offered to 
furnish Mrs. Owens with a wagon, a team 
of horses and a driver, but the proffer was 
not accepted, becauee the charity under- 
taken was not extensive enough to justify 
it. If the offer is repeated this year it will 
probably be accepted, 


HUNDREDS.

Last year the period extended from about 
July 1 to September 15.

First 
we have soup made from the head and skin 
of a red snapper. Afferican women will 
wonder at this, as they usually throw away 
the head and skin of the fish. The red 
@enapper is served raw, another thing that 
— Americans. It t sliced very 
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thin and served with rice and chayu, or 
Japanese sauce. 

“The next course consists of a salad, 
made either of cabbage chopped very fine 
or turnips sliced thin and mixed with either 
lobster or salmon, The salad ts dressed with 
chayu sauce also. Sour wine and tea are 
served with this meal. 

“On the Emperor's birthday, Nov. 3, we 
have a more elaborate dinner, consisting of 
the didhes I have described and several oth- 


ers. The additional dishes are made out of Shem in salt water. 


ingredients which we tmport from Japan 
for the occasion. They are dried mushrooms 
and dried shrimps. Chayu sauce is a part 
of almost every dish. Our ordinary Sunday 
dinner is much like that of the feast-day, 
except that steak is eubstituted for the 
fish. We cut the steak very thin and fry 
with young onions, the whole onion, includ- 
ing the green top, being used. Sugar and 
butter are @pread over the mest and just 
before serving a dash of chau is added. 
We fry all our meats. Pven fowlg are cooked 


chicken whole, however. All the meat is / 
Stripped from the bone and fried in the 
form of a hash, the bones being used for 
soup. Americans throw them away. 

“The Japanese are very fond of eggs, and 
they make an omelette which Ig delightful. 
Onions are sliced thin in the omelette and 
it is eerved with the inevitable chayu. We 
are also fond of cucumbers, but we prepare 
them different from the American fashion. 
We slice them as thin as wafers and put 
After they have soaked 
a sufficient «ime all the water is squeezed 
out of them and they are served with 


chayu. 

“The Japanese like greens. I cook them 
so that they appear on the table as freshly 
green as they were when they were grow- 
ing. American cooking makes greens either 
very dark or very yellowish. I keep them 
green by not covering the vessel in which 
they are cooked. About the only vegetable 
the Japanese do not care for ig the potato, 
They will not cat that.”

It requires such an amount of power 

to withstand the horrible craving for food 


end demand for water that a normally- 


constituted individual is utterly unable to 
fast for any ereat length of time with food 
at his command. 

The first few days of abstinence, if water 
be taken, is not such a hardship, as there 
is a certain amount of fat even in the 
leanest individual, which can be ob- 
etracted and utilized to feed the fires. The 
well known sense of hunger is all that is 
noticed during the first few days. Grad- 
wally this feciing becomes intensified until 
it reaches the acme of convulsive pain and 
torturing writhings. It has been said of the 
pain of gout that it is one more twist of 
the screw after a foot has been squeezed in 
a vise until it was impossible to endure 
another turn. The pain of unappeased, 
prolonged hunger is al] that and more, It 
cuts, grinds, twists and stabs; hoists the 
heart from its moorings, and swerves the 
very soul from its anchorage. Imagine jf 
you can the normal man who could en- 
dure such an ordea! with relief at hand. 

The human body must live or die; it lives 
by dying, and by dying lives. Generally 
speaking it is nothing more than a fur- 
nace with its fires constantly going, and 
with fires which requite constant feeding. 
Withhold the fucland at once the fires be- 
gin to feed upon the furnace itself and con- 
tinue to do £0 unt!] the material has been 
consumed or fuel added from the exterior. 
The inborn life is so strong that it lives 
even though it feeds upon itself and by 
go doing utterly destroys itself. 

The first cbhjective sympton of starvation 
fe a loss of welght and fiesh. This ts pro- 
duced by the absorption and destruction 
of fat, which Is deposited throughout the 
body. The length of time required to pro- 
duce great emaciation and death will of 
course depend upon the corpulency of the 
individual; In the average person after a 
few days or a week the cheeks become hol- 
tow, the artns and legs soft and flabby, 
lines and wrinkles appear and a general 
shrinking ‘. manifest. Prom!nent among 
the:® symptoms are the sunken eyeballs 
and staring pupils. Behind every eye is a 
@oft protective cushion of fat, which fs the 
Jast to be absorbed. As this disappears 
the eyeballs retract, the pupiis dilate, dark 
shadows appear around them: the cheek 
bones stand ovt prominently with their cov- 
ering of wrinkled skin; the lips retract 
from the teeth, and the corners of the 
mouth droop, all of which goes to make up 
@ horrible, unmistakable picture of death 
by slow starvation.

A common method of telling the speed Pig 
& moving train is by counting the Clicks of 
the wheel as they pase over the rail oh 
A rail is 3% feet long; hence there are ifs 
rails in one mile. A mile per minute would : 
be 176 clicks in 60 seconds, or 60 miles : 
hour. Thirty miles per hour, if 
would be 88 clicks in @ seconds. The 
clicks for 10 seconds denote the average 
speed of the train. ? 

But even railroad men are not required 
to rely upon their ears and watches to tell 
the speed at which their traing are run * 
ning. The little speed recorder, knowg as 
the “Dutch clock,” which was put ip the 
“little red caboose behind the train” « 
years ago, is now almost a relic of 
past. It was a great invention itn { 
and was adopted by nearly all 
roads of the country. Its purpose 
regulate the speed of freight 
telling the tale of fast running, 
division superintendent did the rest, 
dom did the “old man” fail to inflict 
punishment for such tnfraction of 
rules—usually a ‘10 days’ lay off.” 

But conditions have so changed

The pencil went aeross 
and back every hour, and marked upon © 
long sheet of paper known as the ‘train 
sheet,” which was wound about the cylin- 
der. This sheet waa printed in crogs sed-= 
tions, each section indicating ea mile. On 
the upper edge were printed the names of 
the stations of the division and their rela- 
tive distances apart. As the pencil trav- 
eled across the sheet it made a sigzag mark, 
and upon the speed of the train depended 
the slant of the line. When the train was 
still the cylinder would not turn, and the 
pencil would mark straight up and down, 
and it was possible to tell very accurately, 
if the sheet was inserted correctly, just 
where each stop was made, how many 
mirutes it occupied, the exact speed at 
every part of the run, how long continued, 
and often revealed much information that 
the trainmen preferred the ‘“‘old man” would 
not know.

Charles Sieckmann Stabbed Him, but 
No One Paid Any Attention to 
the Wound, It Seemed 
Such a Trifle. 


Robert E. Lee carried a piece of steel two 
and one-half inches long in his backbone 
for elght weeks. 

He was etabbed in the. back on Sunday 
night, April 17. The knife was in the hands 
of Charles Sieckmann. The blade was three 
inches long. It broke off under the skin and 
left two and one-half inches of the blade 


in the vertabrae. 

Dr. C. C. Morris, superintendent of the 
Baptist Hospital, operated on Lee yester- 
day and removed the piece of broken blade. 
The patient, whose condition had grown 
critical, is now gut of danger and suffeys 
no pain. 

Lee did not know that his wound was serl- 
ous. and he walked to his home, then at 
919 St. Louis avenue. A physician was 
called, and he dressed the wound, spread 
on a few pieces of gauze and sticking plas- 
ter. The pain became intense, and the fol- 
lowing Tuesday, when Lee could obtain no 


relief, a physician was called. The new 
doctor looked wise and wanted to put Lee in 
a plaster paris cast. The patient objected, 
and after that the doctor contented himself 
with giving medicines and applying lini- 
ments that were intended to kill pain. 

Lee grew gradually worse. The pain be- 
came simply unbearable. To add to the 
gravity of his case, paralysis began to manl- 
fest itself. His limbs refused to act, and 
his life was despaired of. 

Tuesday Lee was taken to the Baptist 
Hospital. Dr. Morris and his assistant, Dr, 
Oney Raines, conducted a thorough exam- 
ination, Dr. Morris said that either a part 
of the knife blade had been left ir the bone 
or the bone had become affected. An oper- 
ation was necessary, but the patient would 
have to be treated several days preparatory 
for the event. 

Lee was on the operating “table In less 
than half an hour. The wound was in the 
center of his back. The surgeon made an 
incision 4 inches long,- exposing the fourth 
and fifth vertebra. An inch under the skin 
he felt something rough and hard. At first 
he thought it was a piece of detached 
bone, as it was seen that the backbone had 
been fractured by the blow. But on closer 
examination the hard substance was found 
to be steel. 

The doctor tried to displace it with hits 
fingers, but it did not budge. The blade had 
struck exactly in the center of the back- 
bone, but had glanced to the right and had 
embedded itself in the process covering the 
backbone. A pair of large forceps and a 
pull of considerable power was required to 
draw it from the place in which it had re- 
mained for eight weeks. 

The point of the blade lacked but a frac- 
tion of an inch of penetrating the thorasic 
cavity and piercing the heart. 

After drawing the blade out the surgeon 
saw that the pus that had formed around 
it had affected the bone, and this was 
cleansed and the diseased bone was re- 
moved. 

The paralysis that had developed was a 
direct result of the wound. The iniamma- 
tion from the wound had affected the bone 
and had spread to the spinal cord. 

Lee stood the operation nicely and last 
night he was resting easily. He was seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, and reviewed 
his remarkable case. He sald that he euf- 
fered no pain and only when he moved could 
he detect any soreness. The pain, he said, 
before the blade was removed, was intense 
and unceasing.

The Bread of: Nations. 


Tt is a curious and interesting study to 
compare the various materials which serve 
the different nations of the world as the 
basis of their bread. [n this tng 

n 


bread {s made from barley and oats. Ig 
Lapland oats,.with the inner bark of th 
pine, are used. The two together, we 
ground and mixed, are made into lar 
cakes, cooked in a pan over a fire. In 
KamtschatKa pine or birch bark by it 
well macerated, pounded and baked, 
quently constitutes the whole of the native 
bread food. The Icelander scrapes the “‘Ice- 
land moss” off the rocks and grinds it into 
flour, which serves both for bread and 
puddings. In some parts of Siberia, China 
and other Eastern countries a fairly paiat- 
able bread is made from buckwheat. I 

rts of Italy chestnuts are cooked, ound 
nto meal, and used for making bread. Dur. 
ra, a variety of the millet, is much used in 
the countries of India, Egypt, Arabia and 
Asia Minor for making bread. Rice bread 
is the ataple food:of the Chinese, Japan 
ae Ry large portion of the inhabitants o 
ndia. 


In Persia the bread is made from rice 
flour and milk; it Is called “Iawash.” The 
Persian oven is built tn the ground, about 
the size of a barrel. The sid«s are smooth 
mason work. The fire is built at the bottom 
and kept burning unt!!] the walls or sides 
of the oven are thoroughly heated. Knough 
dough to form a sheet about one foot wide 
and about two feet long is thrown on the 
bench and rolled until about as thin as sol 
leather. Then it Is taken up and tosse 
and rolled from one arm to the other an 
flung on the board and slapped on the side 
of the oven. It takes only a few moments 
to bake, and when baked it !Is spread out 
to cool. This bread is cheap—l cent a shee 
—Iit is swect and nourishing. A specimen o 
the “hunger bread” from Armenia its mad 
of clover seed, flax, or linseed meal, mix 
with edible grass. In the Molucca Islands 
the starchy pith of the sago palm furnishes 
a white, mh | meal.

curious little ovens, each being ditvid 
into oblong cells to receive the loaves. B 
is also made of roots in some parts 
Africa and South America. It is made from 
manico tubers. These roots are a deadly 
poison if eaten tn the raw state, but make 
a good food if properly prepared. To pre 
pare it for bread the roots are soaked for 
several days In water, thus washing out 
poison; the fibers are picked out, ri

™.CLDETS AT WORK AND PLAY. 
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T was early morning, and the pier at the foot of 

| East Twenty-eighth street was only just beginning 

to show signs of life. A boy dressed in the white 
and blue cadet uniform of the schoolship dragged 
himself sieeplly up the companionway to the main 
deck of the St. Mary's, and raising a bugle to his lips 
sounded the reveille. In an instant the old man-of- 
war seemed to awaken and to throb with young life. 
Sounds of boyish voices and laughter came from the 
pertholes, and in a very few moments a line of boys 
crowded up on deck, each one carrying over his shoul- 
der his hammock neatly tied in a long bundle. The 
day's routine on board the schoolship had begun. The 
boys were “stowing their hammocks."’ 

Breakfast next claimed the attention of the eighty 
boys on board the St. Mary's. Thie was partaken in 
the big cabin between decks, where now fifteen long 
tables were placed. This room is by turns dining- 
room, school-room and dormitory. At night the tables 
are removed and the hammocks are hung from iron 
rings in the deck overhead. 

One boy is appointed in turn from each table to look 
after the table furnishings. After breakfasi is dis- 
posed of these fifteen boys attend to the clearing away 
and washing of dishes, and then present their work 
for the daily “inspection of mess gear’’ by the officer 
of the day. 

While this operation is taking place the other boys 
are given fifteen minutes for recreation and smoking, 
during which there is a rush and a fight for the 
“amoking lamp.’ Matches are tabooed on board the 
schoolship, and the boys light their pipes in turn from 
the flaming wick of the old lantern which hangs in 
the cabin. 

At 0.15 all hands are ordered over the masthead 
when the weather will permit. Hach boy takes his 
place in the rigging, and at the signa! “lays aloft’ 
with the rapidity and agility of a young monkey. If 
the weather should be inclement then the boys are 
exercised in “facings” and “setting-up drill.” These 
gymnkastics consist of tiptoe drill, arm exercise for 
flattening the shoulder blades, and bending positions, 
holding the knees stiff and touching the deck with 
the tips of the fingers. 

At $90 the boys are ordered to the cabin, where 
they have school exercises and recitations, accord- 
ing to the routine of the day, until 12.30. Then comes 
another mast head, or “setting-up” «rill for ten min- 
utes, after which the decks are swept down before 
dinner. At 12.45 the “mess gear’ ts spread, and at } 
o'clock the boys go to dinner. Then the smoking lamp 
ie lighted again for fifteen minutes, and the following 
routine of the afternoon is much like that of the 
morning. When at sea a portion of the time is de- 
yoted to learning navigation, “boxing the compass” 
and “heaving the lead,” the nautical term for dis- 
covering the depth of the water and the nature of the 
sea bottom by means of the sinker Then, too, the 
boys are taught the use of the sextant and how to 
“shoot the eun.”’ The navy code of signalling, or 
wig-wageing, \s also thoroughly explained to the 


amateur sailors, and they are allowed to “speak” 
passing veasels. 
“This is in no sense a reform achool,” sald Capt. 


in speaking of the St. Mary's to The World 
“Only boys of certified good character are 
and they will not be permitted to remain 
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unless they yield prompt and willing obedience to the 
rules and regulations of the ship. The applicants 
must pass a satisfactory examination in spelling, 
reading, writing and arithmetic to @nd including per- 
centage. The eligible age of a student on the Bt 
Mary's must be between sixteen and twenty. Pupils 
admitted to the echoo!l are provided for at the expense 
of the city, with the exception of $31.45, which is the 
cost of the outfit. This the pupil must pay, as the 
city cannot be responsible for providing a uniform for 
a boy who might leave the ship within a week. No 
bond is required as to the duration of the stay of the 
pupil. The course is two years, including two summer 
cruises. Then, after passing a satisfactory examina- 
tion, the student is given a certificate. Many of our 
graduates immediately receive positions as officers on 
board the various merchant marine vessels.
